"We heartily endorse the following by 


» cornapondent of the Rural World : 


Nolhing should be grown or sufleied 


to grow on a farm that cannot be con- 
verted into money. Weeds and briars, 
therefor*, should not be permitted to 
grow, for there is DO money value in 
them, therefore they arc a nuisance. 
A crop of weeds, permitted to go to 
seed, wilt exhaust the soil as much as a 
crop of grass or 'grain, which will Imvo 
a money value. It is amusing to hoar 
men— farmers-say that they lot their 
fields grow weeds in order to rest their 
land, and to be plowed under tho no« 
season for manure. There can be no 
objection to the plowing under of green 
crops as manure, but the refuse of de- 
funct weeds will mid but little to the 
fertility of tho soil. Why not glow 
xrass instead of weeds ? " With very lit- 
tle trouble land can bo seeded down to, 
grass,' and used. for pasture or hay ; 
Uiis can bo converted into milk, beef, 
wool, mutton or |>ork, out of which 
money can bo made. The droppings of 
the stock mid the sod full of roots, may 
lx) plowtd under for anotlioi crop in ib- 
tution. .Any system of farming that 
•will permit any part of tha farm to ie-. 
main unproductive for one year cannot 
tx considered good farming. 
Kvery 


acre of tillable land on a farm, if prop- 
erly inanftged, will pioduce something 
that may bo converted into money. 
Here is where the great secret of good 
farming lies. Talk about giving laud 
rest. Givo it plenty of food and change 
of occupation, and It requires no rest. 
With a system based on these principles, 
It will grow stronger and better every 
year. 


Clemi farming also applies to ' the 


crops sewn. If you:grow wheat let H 
lw all wheat, not a mixfme of wheat, 
cheat and cockle and oilier vile stuff. 
A Bold with sudn'a mixtnie is an 1111- 


• sightly thing, ^irid detracts verj much 
from the character of the fanner. 
It 


shows a carelessness iu tho preparing ot 
thu seed and UiecultiviUlngof tho land, 
that admits of no apology. Clean cul- 
ture is one of tlie beaulies as well as 
profits of farming. In f,ict eveiy oper"- 


celery can scarcely bo too rich Ja ma- 
unroof the proper description ; Itshould 
be well decayed, and not of a drying no-' 
tnre." In dry weather,'a good supply of 
water or soup amis is essential; the lat- 
ter tho best material that cau bo used ; 
never allow tho nlnnls to become stint- 
ed, but keep them growing, Sotno cul- 
tivators earth tip at intervals, and oth- 
ers permit tho plants in attain their full 
growth, and earth all up at once, which 
is the best method. About tho 1st of 
October, earthing up may proceed with- 
out injury; but lot It bo done firmly 
and evenly, and on a sloping direction 
from tho base to nearly the top ot the 
loaves; in this ' utivto it will remain 
sound for a long time; should the 
woatho? become very severe, dry litter 
or straw should bo spread over tho 
plants; it is well on tho approach of 
cold weather, to lift a quantity and 
bury in slind or earth In a collar, which 
will keep for several weeks. To grow 
large crisp celery give copious waterings 
daily of soap suds or liquid manure. 
Celery which is'earthed or banked up 
early, is Ifciblo lo rust, which destroys 
tho stock.

In using ono on alter- 
nate sections with a Huberts, or other 
pattern that turned ii beautiful, smooth 
funow, I found at husking time a dif- 
ference of fully ton bushels of corn to 
the acre in favor of the Wiley ; while 
the labor of gutting the ground mellow- 
ed dooply was a third less." 
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FOWLS.—[t view of tlie fact 


that grasshoppers and other insect 
plagues are spreading over tlio country 
from the West, ami that they generally 
accompany a dry summer and may bo 
expected to reach this state soon, It 
•would be wol! foi farmers and all who 
can do so, to raise many chickens, tut- 
keys and other domestic fowls, which 
like the birds, are nrnoug the best tie- 
.-.tvoyers of insect, lif«. Shooting of all 
inwtiverous birds should also bo pre- 
vented. JJvcn crows will do moio good 
by destroying potato bugs and grass 
hoppcrstheu isgonarallysnpiwsod. An 
instance is related of a (lock o£ crows 
liaving cleared of potato bugs a iwitch 
or potatoes planted near the edge of a 
wood, and it is suggested that a dead 
snake or any small c.ircaas placed near 
by would draw them to any potato 
patch not too close to tliu farm build- 
J.ig.i. Our readers will no doubt re- 
member the account published last your 
of u vast army of black catorpillors In 
California being destroyed and the crops 
saved by turning into tho Hold two 
thousand turkeys, collected wherever, 
they could bo found, for that especial 
purpose. The small gv.isshopiiers are 
increasing in numbers most remarkably 
every year, even iu this section, and do- 
mestic fowls will be found a valuable 
aid In their suppression. Tho wise laws 
against tho destruction of insectivorous 
birds have already chocked the aliirmiiig 
increase of caterpillars, and largely aug- 
inonU'd the yearly fruit crop in this re- 
gioii; and now, as we have destroyed 
nearly all the woods in which the game 
birds found shelter, we must defend 
ourselves agniuat the lurgcr insect pests 
by raising armies of domestic fowls, 
Every one owning even a small lot of 
ground can help, and they will general- 
ly more limn pay for thu trouble and ox. 


CORN.— Prof. Koberts, of 


the Cornell University, made some ox- 
perlmerjts m growing earn upon the 
college jfarm last season, the rosnlts of 
which are valuiible. Jlu planted three 
plots of thioc-slxtooiitha of an aero each, 
with corn, and thinned tlio hills In one 
lot to tinoo stalks, another to four 
atalks to a lilll ; tho third was not 
thinned. Tlio first plot yielded, at the 
rate of KiO bushels, the second 1SJ bush- 
ols, and the third KHi bushels (of oars) 
to the acre. Mr. Jloborts stales, as the 
result of many experiments prior to 
those, at tho Iowa Agricultural College, 
that the heaviest crops of corn were 
made by growing three atalks lo a hill 
and that two stalks to iv hill will pro- 
duce more corn than live stulks. It 
ovory stalk produces an ear, and corn Is 
planted three foot apart each way, there 
will bo nearly 100 bushels shelled giain 
per aero. To grow ina<climiin ciops of 
corn then, it, is only necessary to grow 
one our upon it stalk, and cars of such a 
sl/u that a hundred ot them will imikoii 
bushel of grain. In view of this, it la 
strange that with so prolific a grain an 
corn, a yield of 100 bushols per a'cro 
should lio considered ai something al- 
most Impossible to be obtained.—,!</,;.
